co u n ties amo n g the hardest hit. 
Scho o l o fficials at Fin dlay said 
absen teeim was ru n n in g fro m fiv e to 
33 p er cen t in 12 city scho o ls becau se o f 
the flu , an d Whittier elemen tary scho o l 
was bein g clo sed to day . Abo u t 33 o f the 
Whittier p u p ils were rep o rted absen t 
Thu rsday . 


Ho wev er, scho o l o fficials said the 
ep idemic ap p eared to be o n the 
declin e. 
Health o fficials in Cin cin n ati said 
absen teeism at city scho o ls has been 
declin in g sin ce last Friday , when mo re 
than 14 scho o ls rep o rted absen teeism 
abo v e 2 7 p er cen t.

Gas Rationing 
Conflicts Bring 
State Of Chaos

Chaos, that’s the word for the 
gasoline shortage. 
While the federal gasoline allocation 
system has failed to ease acute 
shortages in much of the country, odd- 
even rationing plans in hard-hit states, 
counties and com m unities often 
confuse the situation. 
In some cases, conflicts among 
county, community, state and federal 
regulations leave a gas-thirsty John Q. 
Public angry and bewildered as he 
waits in long lines to get $3 worth. 
And whether he gets $3 worth or a 
full tank is determined by the station 
owner who may have a rationing 
system of his own. 
In Florida, for example, Sarasota 
County uses the Oregon plan of odd- 
even gas purchases. Cars with license 
plates ending in even numbers may 
purchase gas on even days and those 
with odd plates on odd days. Drivers in 
the county with out-of-state plates may 
buy an additional five gallons no 
matter the day, but the city of Sarasota 
does not allow such purchases by out- 
of-staters.

Heavy Snow 
Hits Midwest

Heavy snow plastered parts of the 
Midwest today while severe thun­ 
derstorms triggered damaging winds 
and scattered flooding in areas south 
to the Gulf Coast. 


The storm blanketed central and 
northeastern Iowa with up to 6 inches 
of snow 
before 
spreading 
into 
Wisconsin, southeastern Minnesota, 
northwestern Illinois and portions of 
Upper Michigan. Heavy-snow warn­ 
ings were in effect for those areas. 


South of the snow, rain fell from 
central Missouri across the Ohio 
Valley, causing local flooding in east- 
central Missouri and west-central 
Illinois. 


Severe thunderstorm s persisted 
from the central Gulf Coast states into 
Tennessee and Kentucky, and wind 
damage was reported from Alabama 
to northwest Florida. 
Two nighttim e tornadoes were 
sighted in western Florida 30 miles 
northwest of Panama City and 7 miles 
northeast of Pensacola. There were no 
reports of damage or injuries. 


Addressing his message to Jim 
Minter, managing editor of the Con­ 
stitution, Murphy said, “Jim, the 
demand that they have is a ransom of 
$700,000. They understand that I don’t 
have that kind of wealth and they don’t 
make it personally, they make it 
toward the corporation.” 
Murphy said that someone in the 
Atlanta area would be called at ran­ 
dom by the kidnapers. 
“They will be given the kinds of 
demands that we’re talking about here 
and they will expect the person who is 
called to call you,” Murphy said. 
He said the kidnapers wanted the

in $5, 
$10, $20 
and 
$50 
denominations packaged in plastic 
bags. 
“They tell me it should not be new 
currency and it shouldn’t have any 
particular sequence to the serial num­ 
bers,” Murphy said. 
Murphy disappeared after leaving 
his home Wednesday night with a man 
he said wanted him to help distribute 
$100, OOO in heating oil for the needy. 
Sources said the man was white, 
heavyset, in his early 20s, about 6 feet 
tall and wore a cowboy hat. He and 
Murphy left in a green car. 
Fields said there was no doubt about 
the authenticity of the tape received 
Thursday by the newspaper. 
“That was Reg’s voice,” he said. 
“There’s no question about it.” 
Jim Rankin of the Constitution, who 
was serving as spokesman for the 
Murphy family, agreed. 
“He sounded very serious,” Rankin 
said. “There is no doubt that it was 
Reg.” 
In a voice that sounded tired but 
calm, Murphy said his kidnapers told 
him they intend to engage in guerrilla 
warfare throughout the country in the 
future.

The estimate was released Thursday 
along with a report by the department 
showing a $1.2 million revenue loss in 
December as a result of less gas 
buying. 
States have been ordered to slow 
highway traffic to 55 miles an hour by 
March 3 or lose federal support of 
roadway construction projects. 
The department has lost nearly $1.7 
million in tax revenue since Novem­ 
ber, when Sunday service station 
closings went into effect, said I^ee 
Tashjian, department public relations 
assistant. 
December revenues decreased over­ 
all by one-half of one per cent, he 
added. 
“Another way to put it is Ohioans 
bought two million gallons of fuel less 
than they usually do,” he said. 
A check of the first 12 days of 
December showed road traffic down 8 
per cent on Ohio’s interstate highways 
and 20 per cent off on rural highways, 
he said. 
Despite the effect of fewer gas 
purchases on the transportation 
budget, Tashjian said a tax increase is 
not yet in the picture. 


Instead, he said, the department 
hopes to get approval of a funding 
reorganization plan that would allow it 
to pool all transportation monies in the 
state and dole it out to areas of worst 
need. 
For example, state highway con­ 
struction projects, hard hit by the 
energy crunch, could borrow from 
mass transit funds, which are ex­ 
pected to increase as a result of the 
fuel shortage, Tashjian said. 
The department announced early 
last month that all new state-funded 
highway building projects were being 
shelved because of the loss of gas tax 
money.

Guard, Copilot, Assailant 
Slain In Hijack Attempt

persons were killed today during an

Administration said. 
A gunman and an airport security 
guard were shot and killed at the 
scene. The copilot of the Delta DC9 
that was the target of the hijacker died 
about three hours later at a Baltimore 
hospital, the hospital said. 
The plane’s pilot was seriously 
wounded in the shooting, according to 
Anne Arundel County police, and was 
undergoing surgery. 
A stewardess who jumped from the 
plane during the incident hurt her 
back, authorities said, adding that the 
plane’s passengers escaped injury. 
Police said an unidentified object 
was under a bomb blanket at the edge 
of the runway. It was not immediately 


known whether the object had been 
taken off the plane. 
The FBI, state police, county and 
airport police were searching the 
airport with bomb-sniffing dogs after 
sealing off the area where the shooting 
occurred. 
Flight 523 to Atlanta was apparently 
loaded with 70 passengers when the 
incident began to unfold at 7:03 a.m. 
County police described it as 
follows: 
The gunman, identified only as a 
white male, walked up behind the 
unidentified airport policeman, pulled 
a gun and shot him once in the back, 
killing him. 
Two county policemen in the airport 
heard the shots and ran toward the 
boarding area, where they saw the 
gunman running down the jetway and 
onto the plane. 
Officer Charles Toyer of county 


police said he got to the plane as the 
door was closing and the engines were 
being revved up. 
Toyer said he fired two shots at the 
plane’s tires but thought he missed. 
Observers, however, later spotted two 
flat tires in the front of the plane. 
Toyer said he then ran to the front of 
the plane and, looking through the 
windows of the cockpit, saw the 
gunman shoot the pilot and copilot. 
Toyer said he then opened fire and 
shot the gunman, who was pronounced 
dead on arrival at a hospital.

department epidemiologist, said in 
Columbus the outbreak— which he 
calls normal for this time of y e a r- 
caused school absenteeism of IO to 25 
per cent in the southern part of the 
state, with Butler and Hamilton 
counties among the hardest hit. 


School officials at Findlay said 
absenteeim was running from five to 
33 per cent in 12 city schools because of 
the flu, and Whittier elementary school 
was being closed today. About 33 of the 
Whittier pupils were reported absent 
Thursday. 


However, school officials said the 
epidemic appeared to be on the 
decline. 


Health officials in Cincinnati said 
absenteeism at city schools has been 
declining since last Friday, when more 
than 14 schools reported absenteeism 
above 27 per cent. 


In Cleveland, Dr. Carl Opaskar, 
directing supervisor of school health 
services, said some schools have 
reported absenteeism as high was 25 
per cent, but other schools have re­ 
ported very few flue cases. 


There were no plans for closing any 
Cleveland schools. 


Dr. Schm erler said about 600 
measles cases have been reported in 
Cuyahoga County (Cleveland) since 
November, and some cases have been 
reported in Franklin and Ashtabula 
counties. 


At Geneva, in Ashtabula County, 
about 460 of the 1,700 high school and 
junior high pupils were were reported 
absent Tuesday. School nurses said it 
was difficult to determine how many 
of the absences were due to measles, 
but they said a few pupils were being 
sent home each day with the disease.

Hearst’s effort as “throwing a few 
crumbs to the people.” The group 
demanded that another $4 million be 
pumped into the program to feed 
needy Californians. 
Only if all its complex new demands 
are met will the way be cleared for 
actual negotiations for Patricia 
Hearst’s freedom, the SLA said. 
The SLA leader who calls himself 
“Cinque” set a deadline of today for 
Miss H earst’s father, newspaper 
magnate Randolph A. Hearst, to set 
the $6 million food program into 
motion. 
There was no immediate response 


from Hearst, president and editor of 
the San Francisco Examiner and 
chairman of the Hearst Corp. After 
pledging the initial $2 million, he said 
there was no more money “in the kit­ 
ty.” 
Cinque, however, accused Hearst of 
holding back vast sums of the family 
and Hearst Corp. fortune which he 
claimed amounted to hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars. 


There was new militancy in the 
message after a more conciliatory 
communication last Saturday that 
raised family hopes for an early 
release of Miss Hearst. 
The pretty 26-year-old University of 
California coed was dragged from her 
Berkeley apartment Feb. 4 by two 
black men and a white woman who 
fired shots at witnesses.

LONDON (AP) — The go v ernment 
pay bo ard threw a bo mbshell into 
Britain’s electio n campaign to day with 
the anno uncement that striking co al 
miners are asking less than traditio n 
entitles them to . 
The bo ard said that because o f an 
erro r o f co mputatio n, the go v ernment 
co al bo ard had giv en the natio n a false 
picture o f the miners’ situatio n in co m­ 
pariso n with o ther wo rkers. 
The implicatio n was that the miners’ 
slo wdo wn, the threeday wo rk week 
Prime Minister Edward Heath o r­ 
dered befo re Christmas, the co al strike 
and the current electio n campaign all 
might hav e been av erted. 
The miners staged a threemo nth 
slo wdo wn and then went o n strike two 
weeks ago , demanding wage increases 
abo v e the 7 per cent ceiling set by 
Heath’s anti-inflatio n pro gram. 
Heath accused the miners o f try ing 
to ho ld the natio n to ranso m and called 
a general electio n Feb. 28 in an at­ 
tempt to rally public suppo rt behind 
his stand. 
The miners argued that they were 
entitled to mo re than a 7 per cent raise 
because they are traditio nally the best 
paid o f Britain’s manual wo rkers, and 
their edge o v er o thers had fallen to 
o nly 2 per cent. But the pay bo ard 
anno unced it had disco v ered the 
miners’ pay was no t 2 per cent higher 
than o ther wo rkers, it was 8 per cent 
belo w the to p bracket. 
The bo ard said instead o f being at 
the to p o f the industrial pack, as the 
go v ernment had insisted, the miners 
were 28 th o n the list o f wo rkers in 
manufacturing industry . 
The anno uncement ex plained that 
the co al bo ard, in assessing the 
miners’ pay lev els, had included their 
three weeks o f v acatio n pay .

LONDON (AP) — The government 
pay board threw a bombshell into 
Britain’s election campaign today with 
the announcement that striking coal 
miners are asking less than tradition 
entitles them to. 
The board said that because of an 
error of computation, the government 
coal board had given the nation a false 
picture of the miners’ situation in com­ 
parison with other workers. 
The implication was that the miners’ 
slowdown, the threeday work week 
Prime Minister Edward Heath or­ 
dered before Christmas, the coal strike 
and the current election campaign all 
might have been averted. 
The miners staged a threemonth 
slowdown and then went on strike two 
weeks ago, demanding wage increases 
above the 7 per cent ceiling set by 
Heath’s anti-inflation program. 
Heath accused the miners of trying 
to hold the nation to ransom and called 
a general election Feb. 28 in an at­ 
tempt to rally public support behind 
his stand. 
The miners argued that they were 
entitled to more than a 7 per cent raise 
because they are traditionally the best 
paid of Britain’s manual workers, and 
their edge over others had fallen to 
only 2 per cent. But the pay board 
announced it had 
discovered the 
miners’ pay was not 2 per cent higher 
than other workers, it was 8 per cent 
below the top bracket. 
The board said instead of being at 
the top of the industrial pack, as the 
government had insisted, the miners 
were 28th on the list of workers in 
manufacturing industry. 
The announcement explained that 
the coal board, in assessing the 
miners’ pay levels, had included their 
three weeks of vacation pay.

Federal Pay Raise Veto 
Blocked; 2nd Attempt Set 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Veto action 
against President Nixon’s pay raise 
proposal for congressmen and other 
top federal officials has been blocked 
in the House but a vote is reported 
likely in the Senate. 
Senate Democratic Whip Robert C. 
Byrd of West Virginia said Thursday 
he got the impression from other 
Democratic leaders that “a vote very 
likely will occur, possibly next Thurs­ 
day or Friday.” 
The Senate Post Office Committee is 
scheduled to meet Tuesday to deter­ 
mine whether to recommend veto of 
the President’s pay raise proposal or 
some m odification, such as eli­ 
mination or reduction of the pay raise 
for congressmen. 
Congressmen, federal judges and 
top administration officials get the pay 
raises recommended by President 
Nixon Feb. 4 unless either the House or 
Senate vetoes or modifies them by 
March 6. 
House action on a veto resolution 
against the pay raise was blocked in 
the House Post Office Committee 
Thursday when 14 members stayed 
away, preventing a quorum to vote on 
reporting it out to the full House. 
Rep. H.R. Gross, R-Iowa, who tried 
to force the committee vote, then in­ 
troduced a discharge petition to try to 
force the veto resolution on to the 
House floor. 
But Gross said he was not optimistic 
that the discharge petition procedure 
could force a House vote before the 
March 6 deadline. 
President Nixon’s pay raise proposal 
would boost congressional salaries 
from their present $42,500 a year to 
$45,700 next year, $49,100 in 1975 and 
$52,800 in 1976.

Youth Disarms Gunman 
Because 'He Hates Crime' 


OU-L Cheerleaders Win 
Regional Competition 


PORTLAND, Ore. (A P) - A 13- 
year-old eighth grader who chased, 
captured and disarmed a robber says 
he did it because he hates crime. 
“ The money was somebody else’s 
property, and he shouldn’t have it,” 
David Blake Limbrick said Wed­ 
nesday. 
David works as a janitor for a few 
hours each Saturday at the Cleaning 
Bar in northeast Portland. 
He said he was washing windows last 
Saturday when a robber entered, 
showed a gun, and ordered the till 
opened. Also present were owner 
Muriel Rohr and another employe. 
“ He was about 5 feet 6 inches,” said 
David, who stands 5-9Vfe and weighs 
136. “ He had a .22-caliber magnum 
revolver in his hand.” 
The robber took the money, left the 
shop and put the gun in his pocket. 
David gave chase, but lost the man 
in a back yard. 
“ Finally I spotted his footprints in 
the mud and they led me right to him, 
squatted down by a garage,” David 
said. “ He didn’t have the gun out. 
“ He said he’d give me the money 
just so I didn’t turn him in. He said his 
wife was in the hospital. Then he 
handed the money over.” 
He said he grabbed the robber’s 
arms and shoved him into the street. 
“ That’s when I took his gun away. 
The reasons I chased him at all were 
because he was little and because I 
thought it was a toy gun. When I 


realized it wasn’t a toy gun it scared 
me pretty bad.” 
David said he brought the man back 
to the cleaning shop at gunpoint and 
held him until the police arrived. The 
man, Ivan Johnson, 20, was charged 
with first degree robbery. 
The police department sent David a 
letter thanking him for his support, 
cooperation and courage. But the 
youth said he didn’t think he’d try it 
again. 
“ I was lucky this time that the guy 
didn’t turn around and plug a hole in 
me,” David said. 


Transit Measure 
Wins Approval 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Senate- 
House conferees have agreed on a 
compromise bill that would provide 
$800 million in federal operating 
subsidies for deficit-plagued urban 
mass transit systems. 
Sen. Harrison A. Williams Jr., D- 
N .J., the bill’s main sponsor, said 
Wednesday there were indications 
President Nixon might sign the 
measure. 
Nixon previously has opposed direct 
federal aid to meet transit operating 
deficits. But in his 1974 program he 
announced he would favor some 
allocations to cities for operating 
subsidies.

Argu s Research ex p lains that short­ 
term secu rities p rov id e a high y ield by 
historical stand ard s, and u ntil recently 
a y ield higher than long-term bond s.

Most d octors are aware that p arents 
u su ally giv e tiny insignificant d oses of 
sp ecial child ren’s asp irin, which d oes 
not seem to d o mu ch good . The answer 
lies in the fact that not enou gh asp irin 
was giv en in a single d ose. 
The d osage of asp irin d ep end s on the 
bod y weight of the child and his age. A 
5 -y ear-old child , for ex amp le, cou ld 
take an ad u lt 5 -grain tablet for this 
kind of intense p ain. 
Child ren seem to get relief from the 
u se of a v ap orizer, u sing hot or cold 
moistu re. A small tent mad e with a 
blanket giv es more concentration and 
better relief. 
Sp ecial oily ear d rop s instilled in the 


ear are beneficial. Care mu st be taken 
not to bu m the ou ter ear and the ear 
canal with oil that is too hot. 
Whenev er I take an antibiotic my 
whole intestinal tract is thrown ou t of 
ord er. 
How can I av oid this if I need an 
anitbiotic?

Dear Mr. U.: 
Su ch a reaction is rather common. 
Many p eop le can take antibiotics in 
ev ery form withou t hav ing any 
d istu rbance. Others may d ev elop 
fu ngu s infections of the mou th or it­ 
ching and fu ngu s infections of the anal 
op ening. 
The antibiotics are inv olv ed in many 
comp lex p rocesses in the intestines. 
For ex amp le, bacteria that normally 
lie in the intestinal tract take an activ e 
p art in the p rod u ction of Vitamin B. 
When these bacteria are killed by an 
antibiotic, 
temp orary 
v itamin 
d eficiency may occu r. 
Fu ngi are normally kep t in control 
by bacteria. When antibiotics are 
taken for a long time, the fu ngi flou rish 
and become highly activ e, p rod u cing 
u np leasant sy mp tons. 
Some d octors su ggest that the an­ 
tibiotics be taken with gelatin d essert, 
with y ogu rt, with milk, or d u ring 
meals. There are also some anti-fu ngal 
med icines that may p rev ent these 
reactions.

NEW YORK—Has any couple of 
recent times whose child has been 
kidnapped conducted itself more 
nobly than Randolph and Catherine 
Hearst?

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Letter I. Colem an, M D. 


What can be done for the painful 
bouts of earaches that always seem to 
happen in the middle of the night with 
our small children? 
Mrs. T. E., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. E.: 
Almost always these earaches are 
associated 
with 
some 
upper 
respiratory infection, cold in the head, 
infection in the sinuses or allergy. The 
pain resembles the discomfort that 
occurs when some adults make a rapid 
descent in an airplane. 
Temporary relief can be obtained 
with moist heat or an electric pad 
applied directly to the ear. Always be 
certain not to injure the skin with too 
intense heat. 
Aspirin is excellent to relieve pain. 
Most doctors are aware that parents 
usually give tiny insignificant doses of 
special children’s aspirin, which does 
not seem to do much good. The answer 
lies in the fact that not enough aspirin 
was given in a single dose. 
The dosage of aspirin depends on the 
body weight of the child and his age. A 
5-year-old child, for example, could 
take an adult 5-grain tablet for this 
kind of intense pain. 
Children seem to get relief from the 
use of a vaporizer, using hot or cold 
moisture. A small tent made with a 
blanket gives more concentration and 
better relief. 
Special oily ear drops instilled in the 


ear are beneficial. Care must be taken 
not to bum the outer ear and the ear 
canal with oil that is too hot. 
Whenever I take an antibiotic my 
whole intestinal tract is thrown out of 
order. 
How can I avoid this if I need an 
anabiotic? 
Mr. L. U.,Tex. 
Dear Mr. U.: 
Such a reaction is rather common. 
Many people can take antibiotics in 
every form without having any 
disturbance. Others may develop 
fungus infections of the mouth or it­ 
ching and fungus infections of the anal 
opening. 
The antibiotics are involved in many 
complex processes in the intestines. 
For example, bacteria that normally 
lie in the intestinal tract take an active 
part in the production of Vitamin B. 
When these bacteria are killed by an 
antibiotic, 
temporary 
vitamin 
deficiency may occur. 
Fungi are normally kept in control 
by bacteria. When antibiotics are 
taken for a long time, the fungi flourish 
and become highly active, producing 
unpleasant symptons. 
Some doctors suggest that the an­ 
tibiotics be taken with gelatin dessert, 
with yogurt, with milk, or during 
meals. TTiere are also some anti-fungal 
medicines that may prevent these 
reactions. 


Bring Boys Home

Nations are mortal. Like people, 
they die when they stop fighting to live. 
The agony of the patriot is that he must 
be willing to wear a uniform, shoulder 
a rifle, and be prepared to risk death at 
the hands of a stranger who fights for 
an alien philosophy. 
It was like this all the way back to 
the nomadic tribes. Everybody is 
opposed to war but, when it comes, if 
the young men run and hide, they aid 
and abet the enemy. 
The United States of America has 
about 40,000 deserters of the war in 
Vietnam at large. They skulk in bit­ 
terness in Sweden, in Algeria, in 
Canada, in small towns across the U.S. 
An organization called Safe Return 
campaigns to grant them forgiveness. 
Unfortunately, Safe Return was not 
devised to help the 53,000 American 
soldiers who died in Vietnam. They lie 
uncomplaining in boxes. 
Several such organizations pressure 
the President and the Congress to 
permit the 40,000 to come back to their 
families, be accorded the protection of 
the Constitution, and feel to complain 
about what a lousy system we have. 
Count my small vote as opposed to 
anything less than slamming all of 
them into military prisons for the full 
time they would have served in the 
military. As Americans, we arrogate 
to ourselves the right to disagree in­ 
ternally, but, when we are called to 
fight a good war or a bad one, we are 
the UNITED States. 
Call them deserters, slackers, 
cowards, anything you please. In an 
article in the current Progressive, 
Judith Miller refers to them as “self­ 
retired veterans.” The label isn’t 
important. I think of them as 
“Slackers Anonymous.” 
Miss Miller writes a sympathetic but 
unpersuasive article for amnesty. I 
applauded the President when he 
shouted Never! Never! It is conceded 
that American involvement in Viet­ 
nam was the most costly error in U.S. 
political history. We buried our blood 
and our treasure in rice paddies. 
Among the casualties was a man 
named Lyndon Johnson. He believed 
his generals. Another President 
promised us “peace with honor.” We 
got peace, but Vietnam didn’t. Honor is 
a word used by women of questionable 
character. 
War has always been the worst of 
man’s vices. It is, as has been said, the 
final word in diplomacy. There are no 
good ones. But, good or bad, no nation 
can afford to allow its youth to decide 


individually for or against war. 
If the U.S. grants amnesty to the 
40,000 who ran away from the flag, this 
country could never again raise an 
army or a navy. If the need arose, 
4,000,000 could evade serving our 
country because there is no reason 
why I should risk my life in battle if I 
am certain to be forgiven my desertion 
of the colors later. 
Within a few weeks, the House will 
begin hearings on amnesty. I don’t 
know why. Those eager to testify are 
the people of Safe Return, relatives 
and friends of men who refused to fight 
but who are now so miserable in other 
lands that they are — excuse the ex­ 
pression — dying to come home. 
The big organization, of course, is 
the National Committee for Universal 
and Unconditional Amnesty. It is a 
coalition of scores of peace groups. 
The current law states that a deserter 
can be sentenced to three years in 
prison. If the 53,000 dead heard it, they 
would smile in their graves. 
The peace groups should, I feel, 
canvas the government of North 
Vietnam and North Korea and ask how 
they disposed of slackers. It cannot 
hurt to ascertain how other socialist 
countries, such as China and the Soviet 
Union, patted “war resisters” on the 
back and got around to saying: “Come 
on home. All is forgiven.” 
I confess that I feel that it is criminal 
to spend 87 billion dollars on defense. 
However, if it is necessary to spend 
this much to make American in­ 
vincible to attack, it is money well 
spent — an expensive insurance 
policy. 
But money alone will not save 
America. We require patriots who feel 
that this country is worth saving. We 
must have the same caliber of humans 
who, at Concord and Lexington, were 
called Minutemen. Let us grant no 
amnesty for the man who wants his 
country to serve him, but will not serve 
his country. . .

Francis X. Weiser, o f Bo sto n, a 
Catho lic scho lar o n the histo ry o f 
Christian cu sto ms, say s “it so u nds 
su rp rising, bu t the p retzel has a deep 
sp iritu al meaning fo r I^ent.” 


He say s the p retzel first was made 
by Christians in the fifth centu ry as 
Lenten bread, since it co nsists o nly o f 
water, flo u r and salt (also y east 
no waday s), bu t witho u t eggs o r milk 
(fo rbidden in lent in ancient times). 


The p retzel o riginally was called 
“bracellae,” Latin fo r “little arm s,” 
becau se o f being shap ed in the fo rm o f 
arms cro ssed in p ray er. In Germany , 
it became kno wn as “brezel” o r 
“p retzel.”

NEW YORK (AP) — That curious, 
convoluted chunk of bread, the pretzel, 
was in its origin a symbol of a 
Christian season that begins next 
week. And there’s a move afoot to re­ 
vive the custom. 
“Pretzels for God,” is the name of 
the drive, generated in Phoenix, Ariz., 
to put the pretzel back into the ob­ 
servance of Lent, the 40-day period of 
penitence and spiritual renewal pre­ 
ceding Easter. 
“The idea has caught on tre­ 
mendously here, among young and old 
and Catholics and Protestants,” says 
Marlene McCauley, leader of the effort 
to point up the real meaning of the 
pretzel and restore its religious use. 
“Ifs a holy symbol of prayer and 
penance,” she says. “It’s a sign of 
Christian love.” 
The group urges families at the start 
of I^ent on Ash Wednesday next week 
to explain to children the religious 
origin of the pretzel, to serve it on each 
plate each day of Lent at the evening 
meal, opening with a “pretzel prayer.”

TROY, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
revoked the operating permit for the 
$1.1 million Miami County incinerator. 
A county official said Wednesday the 
agency’s action was based on a study 
last year that revealed “very fine par­ 
ticles of fly-ash” being discharged into 
the air. 
Dr. Ira L. Whitman, EPA director, 
said the county must cease operations 
within 30 days unless a hearing on the 
matter is requested.

As for the pretzel’s origins, the 
Rev. Francis X. Weiser, of Boston, a 
Catholic scholar on the history of 
Christian customs, says “it sounds 
surprising, but the pretzel has a deep 
spiritual meaning for Lent.”

He says the pretzel first was made 
by Christians in the fifth century as 
Lenten bread, since it consists only of 
water, flour and salt (also yeast 
nowadays), but without eggs or milk 
(forbidden in lent in ancient times). 


The pretzel originally was called 
“bracellae,” Latin for “little arms,” 
because of being shaped in the form of 
arms crossed in prayer. In Germany, 
it became known as “brezel” or 
“pretzel.”

Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q.) Is it true that a retiree may be 
entitled to a tax credit for 1973 when he 
files his return? 
(A .) Yes. If you are a retired U.S. 
citizen or resident, had $600 of earned 
income in each of any 10 calendar 
years before 1973, and had retirement 
income during 1973, you may be en­ 
titled to a tax credit. In addition, just 
by filling out a few lines on Schedule R 
and your tax form, you can get the IRS 
to compute the retirement income 
credit for you. See your tax form in­ 
structions for details. 
(Q.) My husband and I are legally 
separated. I have custody of our 
daughter. Does this mean I can claim 
her as a dependent? 
(A .) That depends. First, you and 
your husband together must have 
furnished more than one half of the 
child’s support for 1973. Secondly, the 
child must be in your or your 
husband’s custody for more than half 
the year. 
If these conditions are satisfied, then 
generally the parent having custody of 
the child for the greater part of 1973 is 
entitled to the dependency exemption. 
However, there are exceptions to this 
rule. Your husband may be entitled to 
the exemption if he contributed at least 
$600 toward the child’s support during 
the year and the decree ot separate 
maintenance or a written agreement 
specifies that he is entitled to the 
exemption. 
Another exemption arises if he paid 
$1,200 or more of support for the child 
in 1973 and you do not establish by a 
clear preponderance of the evidence 
that you furnished more for support. 
(Q .) I heard that there are five tests 
that must be met for a taxpayer to 
claim a person as a dependent. What 
are they? 
(A .) For a person to qualify as your

(A .) No. Contributions must actually 
be paid before the close of 1973 to be 
deductible on your return for that 
year.

(A .) You should make every effort to 
obtain your W-2 form from your em­ 
ployer to insure a proper return. 
However, your return must be filed 
on time. If you do not have all your 
Forms W-2, report all your income and 
attach a statement explaining how you 
computed any tax withheld for which 
you claim credit, but for which you 
have no Form W-2. 
If, after you have filed your return, 
you receive a Form W-2 for income 
that you did not include in your return, 
or if you find your estimates of income 
and withholding tax to be incorrect, 
file an amended return, Form 1040X.

This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q.) Is it true that a retiree may be 
entitled to a tax credit for 1973 when he 
files his return? 
(A.) Yes. If you are a retired U.S. 
citizen or resident, had $600 of earned 
income in each of any IO calendar 
years before 1973, and had retirement 
income during 1973, you may be en­ 
titled to a tax credit. In addition, just 
by filling out a few lines on Schedule R 
and your tax form, you can get the IRS 
to compute the retirement income 
credit for you. See your tax form in­ 
structions for details. 
(Q.) My husband and I are legally 
separated. I have custody of our 
daughter. Does this mean I can claim 
her as a dependent? 
(A.) That depends. First, you and 
your husband together must have 
furnished more than one half of the 
child’s support for 1973. Secondly, the 
child must be in your or your 
husband’s custody for more than half 
the year. 
If these conditions are satisfied, then 
generally the parent having custody of 
the child for the greater part of 1973 is 
entitled to the dependency exemption. 
However, there are exceptions to this 
rule. Your husband may be entitled to 
the exemption if he contributed at least 
$600 toward the child’s support during 
the year and the decree ot separate 
maintenance or a written agreement 
specifies that he is entitled to the 
exemption. 
Another exemption arises if he paid 
$1,200 or more of support for the child 
in 1973 and you do not establish by a 
clear preponderance of the evidence 
that you furnished more for support. 
(Q.) I heard that there are five tests 
that must be met for a taxpayer to 
claim a person as a dependent. What 
are they? 
(A.) For a person to qualify as your 
dependent for 1973, the following tests 
must be met: I) You must furnish over 
half of the dependent’s total support 
during the calendar year; 2) Unless 
the person is less than 19 years of age 
at the end of the year or a full-time 
student during five months of the year, 
you may not claim him as a dependent 
if his gross income is $750 or more; 3) 
The person must be a member of your 
household and live with you for the 
entire year or be closely related to 
you; 4) He must be a citizen or national 
of the U.S. or a U.S. resident, or a 
resident of Canada, Mexico, Panama 
Canal Zone or the Republic of Panama 
for some part of the year; and 5) The 
person must not file a joint return 
unless one is not due but was filed 
merely to obtain a refund. 
(Q.) I had a part-time job last 
summer to pay college tuition. I didn’t 
earn enough to pay income tax, but I’m 
going to file a return to recover income 
tax withheld from my pay. Can I check 
off $1 of the tax withheld for the 
Presidential 
Election Campaign 
Fund? 
(A.) No. You can only designate $1 
($2 if married filing jointly) if you had 
at least that much tax liability. 
(Q.) I pledged $100 to a charitable 
organization in December 1973. I was 
billed in January 1974 and just paid the 
bill. Can I deduct this amount on my 
1973 return? 
(A.) No. Contributions must actually 
be paid before the close of 1973 to be 
deductible on your return for that 
year. 
(Q.) Can I file my tax return without 
my Form W-2? 
(A.) You should make every effort to 
obtain your W-2 form from your em­ 
ployer to insure a proper return. 
However, your return must be filed 
on time. If you do not have all your 
Forms W-2, report all your income and 
attach a statement explaining how you 
computed any tax withheld for which 
you claim credit, but for which you 
have no Form W-2. 
If, after you have filed your return, 
you receive a Form W-2 for income 
that you did not include in your return, 
or if you find your estimates of income 
and withholding tax to be incorrect, 
file an amended return, Form I (MOX. 
This form is available at any IRS of­ 
fice. 
(Q.) Do you have a booklet that 
describes tax law changes for 1973 
Federal income tax returns? 
(A.) Yes. 
IRS Publication 553, 
“Highlights of 1973 Changes in the Tax 
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Law,” is available free from your local 
IRS office. Taxpayers seeking more 
details may purchase IRS Publication 
17, “Your Federal Income Tax,” from 
Internal Revenue offices and many 
post offices for $1.00. Mail orders may 
be made to the Public Documents 
Distribution Center, Pueblo Industrial 
Park, Pueblo, Colo., 81009. The price 
for mail orders is $1.25. 


Teachers 
Protest 
Transfers 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The 
Cincinnati Board of Education planned 
to hear protests from teachers today in 
a dispute over mass transfers next 
year to integrate all school faculties 
racially. 
The teachers had planned a “sick 
out” today to attend the regular board 
meeting at IO this morning. Board 
President Charles Lindberg an­ 
nounced a special session for 4 p.m. in 
addition to the regular session in an 
attempt to thwart the “sick out.” 
Last week the administration an­ 
nounced plans to move nearly 300 
teachers, 231 of them white, to achieve 
a 75-25 per cent white-black ratio at 
each school to reflect the racial 
makeup of the city. 
The Cincinnati Federation 
of 
Teachers and other dissident groups 
have held protest meetings to air their 
grievances. 
Harriet Russell, president of the 
Cincinnati Teachers Association which 
has bargaining rights for the district’s 
3,120 teachers, said the CTA generally 
favors the transfers. 
She noted that teachers within the 
district will have an opportunity to 
vote on the issue. 
“They’ll get their democratic 
process,” said Miss Russell. The 
transfer policy has been written into a 
new m aster contract beginning 
negotiated. 


She said the teachers can vote 
against the transfers by voting against 
ratification of the contract.

Find American Taxpayers 
Following Nixon Precedent 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon’s tax case will cost the U.S. 
government substantial revenue, 
perhaps $1 billion, because unhappy 
taxpayers will claim any questionable 
deduction this year, a former Internal 
Revenue Service chief says. 
Johnnie M. Walters, who resigned as 
IRS commissioner last May to practice 
tax law here, said in an interview that 
public disclosure of Nixon’s tax 
deductions and payments are ad­ 
versely affecting the tax-collection 
system. 
“Wherever I’ve been, there’s an 
indicated willingness to claim items 
that may be questionable to a far 
greater extent than I’ve known 
before,’’ he said. “And this is a view 
I’m getting 
from sophisticated 
people.*’ 
Walters said he sees no breakdown 
of the tax system because of public 
unhappiness over Nixon’s case, but "I 
can foresee a substantial loss of 
revenue.”

A spokesman for the agency, which 
administers fair-trade regulations 
affecting the livestock industry, said 
Thursday “a lot of heat” has been 
generated against the proposal among 
meat packers and many feedlot 
operators.

prohibiting meat packers from custom 
feeding of livestock, the rules would 
bar feedlot operators from engaging in 
the meat business. 
As defined in the rule proposal, a 
custom feedlot is one which fattens 
livestock “for the accounts of others, 
either on a fee basis or without any 
prescribed or identifiable charge or 
fee.” 
The official notice by the agency said 
about 75 per cent of the cattle 
slaughtered commercially in 1972 were 
animals “finished,” or fattened, for 
market in feedlots, including all kinds 
of operations. 
“ The meat-packing industry is 
beginning to expand into the feeding of 
livestock on a custom basis,” the 
agency said. “The expansion is ac­ 


complished in various ways, including 
the purchase of feedlots, building 
feedlot facilities or merging into 
commercial feedlots which feed 
livestock on a custom basis.” 
Officials said packer ownership of 
custom feedlots would put meat 
companies in control of major 
livestock marketing facilities. 
“Moreover, the mere fact of a 
packer owning the facilities of a 
custom feedlot appears to offer the 
packer privileges to information on 
competitors 
which 
have 
been 
specifically prohibited by regulation,” 
the agency said.

Tom Seaver Signs 
$ 170,000 
With N.Y. 
Pact 
Mets

Tom Seaver made baseball history, 
but when will Hank Aaron make his 
baseball history? 
That was the question baseball fans 
were discussing and Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn said Thursday he would 
take his own swing at it. 
While Seaver of the National League 
Champion New York Mets was signing 
his 1974 baseball contract Thursday, 
making the powerful right-hander the 
highest paid pitcher in baseball 
history, Kuhn said he would again 
discuss with AUanta Braves officials 
the club’s decision to hold Aaron out of 
the lineup during the Braves opening 
series in Cincinnati against the Reds. 
The Braves’ benching of Aaron was 
designed to provide Aaron, who is one 
career home run shy of Babe Ruth’s 
record 714 homers, a chance to break 
the record before the home fans in 
Atlanta. 
“I’ll make my decision based on the 
best interests of baseball," said Kuhn, 
on hand to greet the Pittsburgh Pirates 
as the National League club opened 
spring training. 
Kuhn has no authority to tamper 
with the AUanta lineup, but an official 
in the commissioner’s office expects 
him to make a few suggestions.

Seaver 
made 
a 
suggestion of his own and Mets’ 
G eneral M anager Bob Scheffing 
agreed to it, giving Seaver a liveable 
wage in the neighborhood of $170,000.

In the week en d ed Feb. 7 , a majo rity

gaso lin e. The cu rren t figu re o f 51.5 p er 
cen t has sho wn a p ersisten t rise sin ce 
it ho v ered at 13 to 16 p er cen t ju st 
befo re Christmas. 
An d altho u gh a who p p in g share o f 
the p eo p le — 92 p er cen t — said they 
felt they are gettin g their fair share o f 
fu el fo r ho me an d tran sp o rtatio n , the 
figu re rep resen ts a d eclin e fro m 98 p er 
cen t in ju st two week s. 
Jo hn C. Sawhill, d ep u ty ad ­ 
min istrato r o f the Fed eral En ergy 
Office, said recen tly , “To giv e the 
American p eo p le a sen se o f fairn ess 
with o u r allo catio n p ro gram, to the 
ex ten t that we can d o this, I thin k we 
can av o id ratio n in g.” 
Ask ed whether they co n sid er 
ratio n in g n ecessary , 63 p er cen t o f the 
p eo p le said n o . That figu re, to o , has 
d ro p p ed in two week s fro m a high o f 72 
p er cen t. 
A similar p o ll was co n d u cted in 
Wo rld War II. At the start o f ratio n in g 
then , o n ly 36 p er cen t o f the n atio n 
fav o red the measu re. 
The p o ll is co n d u cted fo r the 
Dep artmen t o f Tran sp o rtatio n by the 
Natio n al Op in io n Research Cen ter o f 
the Un iv ersity o f Chicago . The resu lts 
also are fu rn ished to the Fed eral En er­ 
gy Office an d Sen . Charles H. Percy , 
R-n i., who mad e them p u blic. 
Percy said the p o ll sho ws p eo p le are 
p rep ared to mak e sacrifices — 63 p er 
cen t hav e tu rn ed d o wn their ther­ 
mo stats, 39 p er cen t are u sin g ap p li­ 
an ces less an d 87 p er cen t hav e cu t 
d o wn o n d riv in g.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A weekly 
poll used by the government to sample 
opinion about the energy crisis shows 
that belief in the fairness of fuel allo­ 
cation is high, but eroding. 
The poll also indicated that more 
people are having trouble getting 
gasoline, 
their 
confidence 
in 
Washington is ebbing and rationing is 
staging a comeback in popularity. 
In the week ended Feb. 7, a majority 
of the 172 persons, which the pollsters 
say represents a national cross sec­ 
tion, reported trouble in obtaining 
gasoline. The current figure of 51.5 per 
cent has shown a persistent rise since 
it hovered at 13 to 16 per cent just 
before Christmas. 
And although a whopping share of 
the people — 92 per cent — said they 
felt they are getting their fair share of 
fuel for home and transportation, the 
figure represents a decline from 98 per 
cent in just two weeks.

Sawhill, 
deputy 
ad­ 
ministrator of the Federal Energy 
Office, said recently, “To give the 
American people a sense of fairness 
with our allocation program, to the 
extent that we can do this, I think we 
can avoid rationing.” 
Asked 
whether they 
consider 
rationing necessary, 63 per cent of the 
people said no. That figure, too, has 
dropped in two weeks from a high of 72 
per cent. 
A similar poll was conducted in 
World War II. At the start of rationing 
then, only 36 per cent of the nation 
favored the measure. 
The poll is conducted for the 
Department of Transportation by the 
National Opinion Research Center of 
the University of Chicago. The results 
also are furnished to the Federal Ener­ 
gy Office and Sen. Charles H. Percy, 
R-Iil., who made them public. 
Percy said the poll shows people are 
prepared to make sacrifices — 63 per 
cent have turned down their ther­ 
mostats, 39 per cent are using appli­ 
ances less and 87 per cent have cut 
down on driving. 
“But they feel that neither political 
gimmicry nor gamesmanship is called 
for,” said 
Percy. 
“Answers are. 
Solutions are.” 
The primary blame for the shortage 
is a neck-and-neck race between the 
government in Washington and the oil 
companies, according to the poll.

defendants in the Texas mass murder 
case have turned down an offer of life 
sentences in return for guilty pleas, 
assistant district attorney Don Lam- 
bright says. 
Elmer Wayne Henley, 17, and David 
Owen Brooks, 18, are charged in what 
police call the homosexual-torture 
slayings of 27 teen-agers over a three- 
year period. 
Henley is charged in six of the deaths 
and Brooks in four. Neither defendant 
has been tried. 
Will Gray, lawyer for Henley, said 
he rejected the offer because, he 
claims, the state cannot seek the death 
penalty. 
“ Since the most he can get is life, 
they haven’t really offered anything,” 
Gray said. 
Ted Musick, lawyer for Brooks, was 
not available for comment. 
Lambright said Thursday that Dist. 
Atty. Carol Vance offered the lawyers 
the deals two months ago. Lambright 
said prosecutors would have had dif­ 
ficulty in obtaining the death penalty 
since the state statute has not been 
upheld by an appeals court as con­ 
stitutional. 
The Texas Penal Code allows the 
death penalty in the murder of a peace 
officer or fireman, murder com- 
mitteed in the course of kidnaping, 
rape, burglary, robbery or arson and 
murder committed for hire or while 
escaping from jail or prison.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The major 
oil producer in Saudi Arabia says that 
if the Arabs lift their oil embargo it can 
send far more oil to the United States 
than ever before. 
Shipments by Aramco could be in­ 
creased overnight by two million 
barrels per day above the pre- 
embargo levels, Michael M. Ameen 
Jr., company vice president, said 
Thursday. 
Ameen said the Saudi government 
forced Aramco to reduce production 
last fall. But the company has con­ 
tinued to expand its facilities. 
The company’s present production 
of about 7 million barrels a day 
compares to 8.8 million daily before 
the embargo. If the embargo is lifted, 
Aramco production could be increased 
to 10.3 million barrels a day, he said. 


Ameen said almost all of the 3.3 
million barrel increase could be 
shipped to the United States. That 
would exceed Aramco’s pre-embargo 
shipments to the United States by 
about two million barrels a day, 


“ We can get that oil in here (the 
United States) in five or six weeks,” he 
told a group of tanker executives. 
Aramco’s figure of 3.3 million 
barrels compares to total petroleum 
imports last week averaging 4.6 
million barrels a day, according to 
statistics of the American Petroleum 
Institute.

Speaking Thursday at the opening of 
a three-day conference with 24 Latin 
American foreign ministers, the

M ONTGOM ERY, Ala. (A P ) - 
George C. Wallace announces today 
his candidacy for an unprecedented 
third term as governor of Alabama, 
possibly setting the stage for another 
race for president. ' 
Wallace, 54 now and paralyzed in 
both

from 
an 
attempted 
assassination 
during 
his 
1972 
presidential campaign, had said 
privately months ago that he would 
seek renomination in the May 7 
Democratic primary. But he waited 
almost until the March 1 qualifying 
deadline to make it official. 
He already has opposition but is 
heavily favored to win by a substantial 
majority. His major opponent is state 
Sen. Eugene McLain of Huntsville. 
Wallace, or his late wife Lurleen, has 
controlled state government for nearly 
all of the past 11 years. He made most 
of the decisions while his cancer- 
stricken wife was governor. She died in 
May 1968, and 32 months later Wallace 
went back into office for a second four- 
year term. 
Wallace, who began his first term as 
governor in 1963 with the battlecry 
“ segregation forever,” toned down his 
racial image as time went by, and 
recently spoke at a meeting 
of 
Southern black mayors at Tuskegee. 
He also crowned a black coed as 
homecoming queen at the University 
of Alabama, his alma mater, during 
the past football season.

The bill also defines “emotional 
abuse" and provides that a child may 
be classified as an abused child under 
the law even though no person is held 
criminally responsible. An “abused 
child" is considered as a neglected 
child and comes under the jurisdiction 
of juvenile courts, under the proposed 
statute. 
Current law requires doctors, 
dentists, nurses, teachers, and social 
workers to report cases of child abuse 
to law enforcement agencies. The 
proposed law would extend such 
responsibility to “all persons” and re­ 
quire them to report to child services 
boards of local welfare agencies. 
Before the lawmakers adjourned for 
the weekend Thursday, the House 
rejected 42-43 a proposed con­ 
stitutional resolution that would have 
authorized the legislature to grant 
property tax relief to owners of lands 
in Ohio used “exclusively for outdoor 
recreational purposes.”

“ We read the tea leaves,” said one 
Pentagon source in acknowledging the 
delay. 
But he stressed “ there are going to 
be some reductions” in the base 
structure because of a number of 
reorganizations, headquarter staff 
cutbacks, and other stream lining 
actions being taken by the Armed 
Services. 
Putting off major base closings until 
late in the year would give Pentagon 
officials time to see how Congress 
treats the record $85.8 billion Defense 
budget. Relatively light cuts in that 
budget might ease the urgency for 
stringent economies. 
Furthermore, officials are hopeful 
that the economy will regain its health 
and that jobs will become more 
plentiful by next fall. If that happens, 
base closings might be less difficult 
politically, particularly if they come 
after the November congressional 
elections. 
A new round of base actions has been 
in the works since last summer when 
the Pentagon acknowledged that it 
expected “ to produce a significant 
base closure package within the for- 
seeable future.”

The January increase put consumer 
prices 9.4 per cent higher than a year 
ago, the sharpest leap in the cost of liv­ 
ing in any 12-month period since that 
ending May 1951. 
The report showed that inflationary 
pressures were strong across the 
economy. Food prices rose 1.6 per 
cent, nonfood commodities 1.3 per cent 
and services seven-tenths of one per 
cent. 
The rise in nonfood commodities was 
the highest since the department 
began keeping seasonally adjusted 
records for these goods in February 
1956. 
Today’s consumer-price report 
comes on the heels of a sharp advance 
in wholesale prices in January, 
presaging even higher consumer 
prices in the weeks and months ahead 
and posing little relief for consumers. 
The report showed that the Con­ 
sumer Price Index climbed to 139.7 of 
its 1967 average, meaning that it cost 
consumers $139.70 to buy the same 
amount of retail goods and services 
that $100 bought in 1967. 
Before seasonal adjustment, the 
department said consumer prices rose 
nine-tenths of one per cent last month, 
food prices 1.6 per cent and nonfood 
commodities seven-tenths of one per 
cent. 
Soaring gasoline prices played a 
large part in the advance. Average 
prices of both premium and regular 
gasoline rose 6.2 per cent.
